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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Surry: 


I herewith submit my first report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


In the reorganization of supervisory unions the School Dis- 
trict of Surry was transferred to Union No. 60. 


In assuming the duties of Superintendent in the Surry Dis- 
trict, I appreciate the efficient work which has been done by 
my predecessor, Mr. Frederick Johnson. 


ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT 


No changes were made in the teaching positions this year. 
Both teachers are well qualified and are doing satisfactory 
work. 


Work is being accomplished in accordance with the stand- 
ards for the state. Standard tests are being given as a part of 
the program in supervision. The results of the tests will be tab- 
ulated for purposes of comparison. Remedial measures will be 
provided where deficiences in fundamentals are apparent. 


In the primary grades the importance of reading cannot be 
over estimated. In the new elementary program of studies de- 
veloped by a committee of New Hampshire teachers and super- 
jntendents, it is recommended that formal instruction in read- 
ing should extend beyond Grade III. Training in silent reading 
as well as oral reading is emphasized. Through training in silent 
reading the pupils of the upper grades should be able to study 
independently and assimilate text material prepared for pupils 
of their age and grade. Certain processes in arithmetic that 
seem difficult for young children are mastered with compara- 
tive ease by pupils whose minds have developed to a point 
where they can understand such problems.

HEALTH 


Milk is being supplied to twelve pupils in the Surry schools. 


The school nurse is an invaluable factor in the school 
health program. She is in a position to have intimate knowledge 
of the health problems of the pupils and to make direct home 
contacts. In many. schools she acts as the health counsellor. 
Through personal visits to the homes she can give a clear idea 
to the parents of what the school health work is aiming at and 
can secure cooperation from them. Often she is called upon to 
make connections with state agencies, with local physicians, 
and with specialists in various forms of surgery. The object of 
any health plan for the schools is to prevent damage from 
mental or physical strain sufficient to produce illness and to 
tie up other activities with health education.
